And now we 
may get the city manager, which 
is what most of the other enter­ 
prising cities of similar size in 
California and throughout the na­ 
tion seem to be doing. 


WHETHER Mr. John 
Public 
realizes it or not, the city man­ 
ager idea is really stirring 
up 
m ore and more discussion. It is 
likely this will climax in a special 
election this spring or next fall. 
Certainly it is an 
idea which 
should interest every person in 
Palm Springs, particularly those 
who 
have 
thought

grounds for criticism during these 
]) first years of adm inistration un­ 
d er the present type of govern­ 
ment.

FORMALLY the plan discussed 
is that of the council-manager 
type with council at the top, city 
manager next with

ponents believe that change over 
to a city manager will give the 
city greater efficiency and remove 
any danger of politics in munici­ 
pal administration.

EVEN city officials will readily 
adm it the present set-up is un­ 
wieldy. It couldn’t be otherwise. 
H ere we have seven councilmen. 
All have business interests and 
families.

They m ust necessarily 
m ake city matters of secondary 
importance to their business and 
families. Most of them have de­ 
voted far more tim e and energy 
to city matters than they could 
afford.

SOME councilmen are 
more 
zealous or have more tim e than 
others. 
They give departments 
under their supervision m ore at­ 
tention than other councilmen are 
able to give theirs. This makes for 
an unbalanced and sometimes un­ 
fair situation.

IF the city has a manager, who 
necessarily must be non-partisan 
and divorced from political influ­ 
ence and interests, he will carry 
the burden of adm inistration. He 
w ill be hired and paid specifically 
for that purpose. If he does not 
perform his duty he can be fired.

THIS city manager idea is 
w orthy of much study. 
It has 
great possibilities. One has only 
to study the widespread growth 
of the plan throughout the coun­ 
try since it was first introduced 
in 1914 to realize how satisfactor­ 
ily it has answered municipal 
problems. Scores of California cit­ 
ies utilize it. A large percentage 
are of approximately the same 
size as Palm Springs.

Changes in Federal Income Tax 


Structure to Make Huge Increase 


In Southern California Returns 


D rastic changes in the federal incom e tax structure pu t into ef­ 
fect by the recent session of congress to cover em ergency defense 
costs, indicate an enorm ous increase in th e num ber of Southern C ali­ 
fornia residents who w ill file incom e retu rn s for 1940 in this district, 
according to estim ates released today by F. F. Fichthaler, chief of 
the income tax division of the local bureau of internal revenue. 


Previous to 1940 all single p er-?* 
sons w ith a net incom e of $1,000 
or more, and all m arried persons 
w ith a net incom e of $2500 o r 
more w ere required to file re ­ 
turns. For 1940 these exem ptions 
have been low ered so th a t single 
persons with a GROSS income of 
$800 and m arried persons w ith a 
GROSS income of $2000 are now 
required to file returns w hether 
or not they have any tax to pay. 
In the past y ear 369,000 taxpay­ 
ers filed income returns for 1939. 
For 1940 over 925,000 returns are 
expected to be filed in th e 14 of­ 
fices of the internal revenue serv­ 
ice in the 10 Southern California 
counties, Fichthaler said. 


Increased Surtaxes 


In addition to low ering the ex ­ 
em ption brackets the recent con­ 
gress also voted increased sur­ 
taxes on personal incom es 
be­ 
tw een $6,000 and $100,000. These 
increases together w ith increased 
corporation 
taxes 
w ill 
result, 
Fichthaler estim ated, in a raise 
in 
revenue 
of 
approxim ately 
28%.

Income taxes collected this year 
on 1939 incomes in Southern C ali­ 
fornia am ounted to alm ost $88,­ 
775,000. Fichthaler expected 
ti 
collect over $113,630,000 for 194' 
A m ajor portion of this increase 


will be accounted for by the new 
D efense Tax. 
A ll taxable incomes w ill 
be 
subjected to a new tax, the first 
of its kind ever levied in the 
U ntied States. This tax, known 
as th e D efense Tax, is 10% of the 
taxp ay er’s regular tax. A ta x ­ 
payer whose return indicates a 
tax, for exam ple, of $20.00 will 
also pay a defense tax of $2.00, 
m aking the total $22.60. 
1940 retu rn s must be filed not 
la te r#than M arch 15, 1941. Blank 
retu rn s can be obtained a t any 
internal revenue office in South­ 
ern C alifornia. The revenue serv- 
ive, F ichthaler pointed out, is not 
obligated to m ail retu rn s to any­ 
one.

THE JOSHUA TREE 
Yucca brevifolia 
To reach the top of a desert rise 
and to look down across a hidden 
basin floored w ith a veritable for­ 
est of huge, misshapen, bizarrely- 
branched, and spiny-leaved tree 
yuccas is an experience long to 
be rem em bered. It is like view ­ 
ing a landscape 
from 
another 
planet, so unusual and preterna­ 
tural a re the tree forms to be 
seen. 
Yet, if any one plant might be 
considered typical of the vast Mo­ 
jave desert, it is the Joshua tree. 
In fact, its distribution is consid­ 
ered by botanists to be the best 
indication of th e lim its of that 
desert, occurring as it docs from 
California into extrem e 
south­ 
western Utah, southern Nevada, 
and northw estern Arizona. It is 
not native to th e Colorado desert 
and w here seen in gardens around 
Palm Springs has been introduc­ 
ed. Real forests o f the plant may 
be seen south of Victorville, north 
of Cima, in the Falcon Flats of 
the Joshua Tree N ational Monu­ 
ment, and in th e broad high ba­ 
sins and m ountain valleys north 
of Las Vegas in Nevada. 
Under 
favorable conditions, single trees 
may attain a height of over eighty 
feet and an age of several hun­ 
dred years! 
Not a Cactus 


Though w ell-arm ed w ith need­ 
le-like leaves, th e Joshua tree is 
not a cactus in any sense of the 
word, bu t a m em ber of the lily 
family. It is a yucca and is often 
referred to as th e Tree Yucca. As 
the early Mormon settlors wound 
their w ay overland among these 
trees, th ey im agined them to re ­ 
semble the Biblical Joshua point­ 
ing out the best route for them 
across th e desert. Thus the popu­ 
lar nam e “Joshua Tree" came into 
being. 
The 
scientific 
name, 
“Yucca 
brevifolia,” sim ply m eans a short- 
leafed yucca. T here is also a pecu­ 
liar dw arf variety 
w ith 
very 
short spines. It was named 
in 
honor of its discoverer, Edmund 
C. Jaeger, and occurs 
only 
in 
eastern San B ernardino county 
and southern Nevada. 
In late w inter o r early spring 
the blossoms appear, huge masses 
of them in large spikes, creamy 
white in color and fetid in odor. 
These fade brow n after pollina­ 
tion and drop to the earth. The 
m aturing green pods w hich later 
turn yellow are filled with six 
rows of thin, round, ebony-black 
seeds, over a hundred to each 
pod. W hen these pods become dry 
and hard, they split open, releas­ 
ing th e m ultitude of thin discs. If 
these seeds survive insect, bird, 
and rodent attack, they are scat­ 
tered by the w ind and take root 
w herever lodged. 
Pollinated by Moth 


Pollination of the Joshua, as in 
other yuccas, has long excited the 
interest of botanists, for it is ac­ 
complished entirely 
by 
a tiny 
w hite m oth not an inch in length. 
This 
moth, 
called 
th e 
Yucca 
Moth, is nocturnal. A fter alight­ 
ing upon a yucca blossom, it first 
lays an egg in the ovary of the 
flower; then w ith its forelegs it 
carefully rolls some pollen up in ­ 
to a little ball and carries it to a 
second blossom. Here th e m o t h 
takes th e pellet and deliberately 
crams it down into th e hollow 
pistil of this second flower, thus 
insuring fertilization. N ext it lays 
another egg. gathers up still a n ­ 
other 
pollen-ball, 
and 
flutters 
away 
to 
repeat 
th e 
unique 
process. 
The moth egg hatches 
and the larva feeds upon 
the 
seeds w ithin th e m aturing pod, 
but seldom devours m ore than a 
fourth of the contents of a pod. 
Later the full-grown larva drops 
to the ground, pupates deep in 
the soil, and eventually emerges 
as an adult. The yucca moth and 
the Joshua tree are wholly de­ 
pendent upon one another; t h e 
moth could not survive w ithout 
the yucca, nor could th e yucca 
survive w ithout the m oth! 
Beetle Causes Branching 


Branching in the 
Joshua 
is 
caused by either the appearance 
of a flower-spike or by the w ork 
of th e yuccá-boring beetle which 
pupates in the term inal buds. In 
either case, two branches result, 
and th u s the fantastic, grotesque, 
and strangely fascinating 
o u t­ 
lines of this tree are produced. 
The tallest unbranched 
Joshua 
known is well over thirty feet 
high. Normally the first branch­ 
ing occurs at about a four foot 
level. 
A lthough reproduction is m ain­ 
ly by seeds, new 
shoots 
will 
spring up from the long, ru n n er­ 
like roots some distance from the 
parent tree, and you m ay have 
several trees in a row w ith a com ­ 
mon root system. A butterfly, the' 
Navajo yucca-borer, lays her eggs 
on these new shoots and 
t h e 
larvae feed upon th e stems b e­ 
low ground, killing the plant. The 
roots of the Joshua differ from 
those of the desert palm in th at

they are relatively few er in num ­ 
ber, bu t these few are long and 
fibrous, spreading out horizontal­ 
ly for support. Such anchorage is 
an im portant item in any area 
subjected to severe gales. I have 
camped beneath a Joshua tree 
during a windstorm , only to have 
half of th e trunk split aw ay and 
the spine-studded limbs c o m e 
crashing down dangerously near. 


Food of Ground-Sloth 


In large caves 
near 
Boulder 
Dam, w here today the 
nearest 
Joshua trees are at least fifteen 
miles distant, there have been 
found the rem ains of a g i a n t 
ground-sloth called 
N othrother- 
ium. The piles of dung found in 
these caves and associated with 
the bones and hair of these flow 
extinct beasts w ere analyzed to 
see of w hat they w ere composed; 
they w ere found to consist almost 
entirely of the leaves 
of 
t h e 
Joshua! It is evident th at thou­ 
sands of years ago this yucca 
grew in the im m ediate vicinity 
of th e caves, w here now it no 
longer exists, and th at at 
that 
time it formed the sloth’s chief 
article of diet. Even today cows 
m unch on the younger spines of 
the Joshua tree and wood-rats 
clip them off for food or cart 
them aw ay to nest-piles. 
A lthough m any birds and ani­ 
mals utilize the tree yucca in one 
way or another for food, shelter, 
or for nest sites, only the small 
blackish Night Lizard, less than 
five inches in length, can be said 
to be entirely dependent upon it. 
He lives only beneath the pros­ 
trate trunks and under the loose 
gray bark of the Joshua and no­ 
w here else, feeding m ainly upon 
the hordes of term ites which so 
frequently 
infest 
dead 
yuccas. 
Since he never ventures into the 
open, this little lizard m ay be 
seen only after a diligent search. 
Used for Paper Pulp 
The fibrous wood of the Joshua 
is used w idely in the m aking of 
doctor’s splints. It was once made 
into paper pulp by an industrious 
firm and one issue of a newspa­ 
per w as actually printed on Josh­ 
ua tree paper! The pulp is also 
ground very fine and dried into 
a pow der which is added both to 
beer to m ake it foam more read­ 
ily and to lemon m eringue pie- 
icings to m ake them fluff up. 
The sm aller rootlets arc red in 
color and w ere utilized by the 
Mojavean Indian tribes in m ak­ 
ing basketry designs. As is the 
case w ith all yuccas, the larger 
roots m ay be ground up to yield 
a very sudsy soap. The fresh blos­ 
soms of the Joshua tree w ere 
eaten either boiled or 
roasted 
w hile the seeds w ere pounded up 
fine and the resulting flour made 
into tasty cakes. 
If you naven’t already done so, 
stroll about in a forest of Joshua 
trees. 
Look for the distinctive 
nests of the Scott oriole and the 
cactus w ren deep in the masses of 
spines. Look also for the small 
nesting cavities in the 
grayish 
trunks m ade by the cactus wood­ 
pecker or the red-shafted flicker. 
T ear aw ay some of the loose bark 
and seek out the little night lizard 
and the teem ing term ite colonies 
upon which he feeds. Best of all,

Proponents of the city m anager 
plan point out that an increas­ 
ingly great num ber of California 
cities haev adopted the council- 
m anager form of governm ent and 
have tound it most satisfactory. 
It is utilized quite generally by 
cities of the sixth class, such as 
is Palm Springs. 
Briefly, the plan provides for 
the city council, elected by the 
people—as is the case here at 
present. The council hires a city 
manager, who in turn, has entire 
jurisdiction over all departm ents 
of the city. Only if he proves un­ 
satisfactory can he be fired by the 
council. 
The state law provides th at the 
city council may subm it the m at­ 
te r to the voters at special or 
m unipical election by ordinance 
providing for the city 
m anager 
form of governm ent, such ordin­ 
ance defining the m anager’s pow­ 
ers and salar}-. Should the council 
not see fit to call such special 
election, the people may exercise 
their right of initiative and have 
a special election called for the 
purpose. And should the change 
not meet w ith public approval or 
prove unsatisfactory in any way, 
the newly adopted form of gov­ 
ernm ent can be abolished in the 
sam e m anner in 
w’hich 
it 
is 
adopted. 
Present Form Unwieldy 
It is generally conceded that 
th e present m anner of 
govern­ 
m ent provides a m ost unw ieldy 
set-up. Here are seven men, com­ 
petent, 
consciencious, 
t r u e 
enough, but who necessarily m ust 
m ake city affairs th eir secondary 
interest because all are business 
m en. Thus, it is felt, one m an who 
is hired expressly to carry cer­ 
tain responsibilities and do cer­ 
tain work can handle m atters far 
m ore efficiently. 
Of prim ary im portance is the 
fact such a move would, take poli­ 
tics out of city governm ent. And 
w hile this question has not been 
of great im portance in the past 
it is getting to be m ore and more 
a bothersome factor. 
M embers of the council receive 
no compensation, of course. 
The 
state law so provides. However, 
it does perm it the electors, if they 
so desire, to set a com pensation 
for members. 
Because of the increasing in­ 
terest in the idea, various books, 
pam phlets and other sources of 
inform ation have been obtained 
and are available at the city hall 
for scrutiny of those who desire 
m ore data. 
Form Is Explained 
P articularly relevant are sev­ 
eral paragraphs in C larence E. 
R idley’s volume, “The City-M an- 
ager Profession.” These state as 
follows: 
"Briefly, the m ain features of 
council-m anager governm ent are 
as follows: A small council elect­ 
ed at large on a non-partisan bal­ 
lot determ ines all m unicipal poli­ 
cies which are not set forth in 
the charter itself, adopts ordin­ 
ances, votes appropriations, and 
is required to appoint a chief ex ­ 
ecutive officer called a city m an ­ 
ager. The council is the govern­ 
ing body of the city, and the city 
m anager is its agent in carrying 
out the policies w hich it deter-
